PAUL IN THESSALONICA 

Acts 17 : 1-10; 1 Thessalonians 

PRINTED- TEXT, Acts 17: 1-4;

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The visit of Paul to Thes- 
salonica occurred about A.D. 50, 
and his First Epistle to the Thes- 
Salonians was written, presum- 
ably, in A.D, 51. 

Place.—Thessalonica was a city 
of Greece, in what is known as 
Macedonia, on the séa coast, about 
a hundred miles west of Philippi. 

Paul's Message 

“Now when they had passed 
through Amphipolis and Apollonia, 
they came to Thessalonica, where 
Was a synagogue ot the Jews. And 
Paul, as his custom was, went in 
unto. them and for three sabbath 
days, reasoned with them from the 
Scriptures, opening and alleging 
that it behooved the Christ to suf- 
fer, and to rise again from the dead: 


us love one 


and that this Jesus, whom, said 
he, I proclaim unto~ you, is tie 
Christ.” 


It is in the Scriptures alone that 
we have the = truth 
Christ. In dealing with souls our 
reasoning must be based on the 
Scriptures if we are to help them. 
Paul's message seemed to be con- 
cerned primarily with three great 
themes, all relating to the Lord 
Jesus; the atoning work of Christ, 
which is salvation; the 


concerning 


our resur- 

rection of Christ, which is our 

hope; and the Deity of Christ, 
which makes Him our Lord, 
Many: Are Converted 

“And some of them were per- 

suaded, and consorted with Paul 


and Silas; ana of the devout Greeks 
a gréat multitude, and of the chief 


women not a few.” Some ‘con- 
sorted’, that is, threw in their lot 
with Paul. They were ready to 


- confess by this act that they had 
believed the truth concerning 
Christ, and at least received Him 
as their Messiah. 

“For yourselves, brethren, know 
our ¢ntering in unto you, that it 
hath not been found vain.” The 
word ‘vain’ here means ‘empty’, 
that is, void of substance and pow- 
er. A great deal of preaching is 
vain, or empty, because it gets no 
results. Paul's preaching resulted 
in a great multitude of. converts in 
this pagan Greek city. 

Faith Given Courage 

“But having suffered before and 
been shamefully treated, as ye 
know, at Philippi, we waxed bold 
in our God to speak unto you the 
gospel of God in much conflict.” 
The verb ‘waxed bold’ implies the 
undaunted bearing of. the mission- 
aries and the outspokenness with’ 
which they faced their opposers in 
the delivery of God's message. “This

Speculation in this country: as to 
when the invasion of Europe will 
begin can be answered truthfully 
out of information available to any 
newspaper reader: it has already 
begun, states the New York Times.

Nazis Forced To Guess 


They cannot plan their battles, 
for they are on the receiving end, 
We can plan ours, since we’ are 
on the delivering end, It happens 
that the German military. mind’ is 
best in planned battles, least ef- 
fective in improvised battles. The 
war of nerves forces the German 
commanders to do some wild guess- 
ing and will force them to im- 
Provise in a hurry. And perhaps we 
can hope that this invasion of Ger- 
man-occupied Europe by the forces 
of psychological warfare has al- 
ready moved German troops to

Mobility in reverse will be the 
order for the seeding and harvest 
months when men in uniform, stu- 
dents, townspeople, a large percen- 
tage of conscientious objectors, 
Treaty Indians, and prisoners of 
war and Japanese moved from the 
coastal regions of British Columbia 
will be directed farmward to help 
maintain 1943 farm production 
quotas. As last year also, large 
scale tranfer of agricultural workers 
during the harvest period is an- 
ticipated.

“Strict Neutrality” 

In Mr. Eden's view, this repre- 
sents a notable step toward fulfill- 
ment of the “strict neutrality” 
which Franco has proclaimed. But 
in the view of Adolf Hitler, who not 
$0 long ago expected Franco to join 
him in the war with no fSwer than 
3,000,000 men, this kind of neutrali- 
ty will appear less than “strict,” 
and more friendly to the Allies than 
to himself.:For, coming on top of 
Turkey's suspension of all chrome 
exports to Germany, the Spanish 
cut in tungsten ore shipments re- 
presents a new body bow to the 
German armament industry, in 
urgent need of both. This blow 
must be all the more painful be- 
cause, while Turkey is an ally of 
Great Britain, Spain has always 
been regarded as an ally of Ger- 
many, But the difference between 
Franco's original stand and his new 
undertaking is a measure of the 
distance he has traveled. 

Growing Conviction 

It was by no means a voluntary 
journey.

Paul In Corinth 

“After these things he departed 
from Athens, and came to Corinth 
.... for by their trade they were 
tentmakers.” There is reason to 
believe that the Jews had raised a 
tumult against the preaching of 
the Gospel in Rome, whereupon 
Claudius, without troubling him- 
self to inquire into the merits of 
the case, banished them all, both 
Jews and Christians. Aquila and 
Priscilla, banished from the city, 


. became two of Paul’s most valued 


“helpers.” 

“And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and persuad- 
ed Jews and Greeks.” Paul quietly 
reasoned with his hearers show- 
ing, as on other occasions, from 
the Scriptures that Jesus whom 
the Jews had crucified was their 
own Messiah. He sought to per- 
suade them to believe the truth 
in Christ. The Christian worker 
must use the’ gentle art of per- 
suasion when dealing with souls. 

Great Hymn of Love 

“If I speak with. the tongues of 

men and of angels, but have not 
love, . . . and if I give my body 
to be burned, but have not love, 
it profiteth me nothing.”

TRANSPLANTING 
, Successful transplanting depends 
yt two factors (1) the purchase of 
good, healthy, stout stock, and (2) 
xposing the roots as little as pos- 
sible to the air. Set out stock on 
a dull day or in the evening, say 
the experts, Firm down‘ the earth 
well around the plant, tree or what- 
is being transplanted,’ and 
iN. With big trees—six 
feet high—this may mean 
ol water cach, and every few 
¥3 U possible. With small things 
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80 around each plant will be suf- 
ficient. Earth around the roots 
should be fine and of good fertility, 
and Pr should be kept well cultivat- 
ed while the plant is getting  ¢s- 
tablished, 


There is a lot of transplanting 
connected with gardening. In vege- 
tables a great many things such as 
cabbage, celery, tomatoes and pep- 
pers are usually bought as started 
Plants from seedsmen or green- 
houses and set out in permanent 
quarters, while almost any flower— 
perennial as well as annual—can be 
purchased‘ in this way. The same, 
of course, applies to all nursery 
stock, fruit and ornamental trees, 
Shrubbery, roses, vines, etc,

Sugar From Sap 
Of Birch Trees 


Canadian Research experiments 
have shown that white and yellow 
birch trees produced an abundance 
of sap but the yield of sugar was 
on average only about. one-third 
that of the sugar maple. Results 
of the experiments iridicate that yel- 
low birch sap contains invert sugar 
with small amounts of sucrose, and 
that white birch sap contains a mix- 
ture of fructose and invert sugar. 
Syrups prepared from white and 
yellow birch saps by concentrating 
100 times were similar in taste and 
appearance to commercial corn 
syrup.

A new drug that may well play an 
important role in checking invasion 
casualties and reducing the - death 
toll has been develdped in Tondon 
laboratories. ‘The drug, known as 
vivicillin “ir a development of 
penicillin and can be produced in 
Jarge quantites at comparatively 
low cost, 

Recent experiments conducted in 
Wellhouse Hospital, Barnett, Lon- 
don, have shown it to be effective 
in, septicemia and hemophilia cases, 
as well as in cases where burns had 
endangered the lives of patients. 


The results astonish doctors, 
who, however, make no extrava- 
®ant ciaime at this stage of the 
mew drug's efficacy, 

A statement issued at the lros- 
pital emphasized that vivicillid is 


mot @ cure-all, although it has been 
used with encouragng results 
its application in 
expected 
"Penicillin is not available for 
wee by civilian hospitals and med. 
jeal practitioners, and it would ap- 
pear that the chief value of vivicil- 
lin lies in its comparatively low 
cost of manufacture and ease of 
production in quantity, making it 
available to a large mass of the 
population so far unprovided for,” 
The druggso has been used with 
remarkable success in cases of peri- 
tonitis and acute mastolditis, where 
one to four injections were made. 
In several cases of infected burns 
and septic wourds the drug has 
been administered externally with 
excellent results, it was reported.

Protecting Clothing 
From Clothes Moth 


There are two main points to be 
observed in the protection of house- 
hold articles subject to damage by 
moths. The articles to be stored 
should be thoroughly clean, and the 
receptacle in which they are placed 
should not have the slightest hole 
or crack through which a moth 
might enter. If there be such a 
means of entrance, the trunk, box, 
drawer, bag or whatever receptacle 
is used, is not moth-proof, 


Washable articles before being 
stowed away should be washed. 


Clothing, blankets, and ~ such-like 
articles, should be thoroughly 
brushed, Preferably, where pos- 


sible, they should be sent to the 
dry cleaners before being placed in 
_ Storage. To reduce the chance of 
infestation, moth balls or other re+ 
pellent may be used. In trunks 
or boxes they may be scattered 
about, but a much tidier way is to 
obtain pin-up medallion repellents 
which may be bought at most 
stores. They may be pinned in 
cupboards, and on the inside of the 
lids of trunks and boxes. The fumes 
from these chemicals are deadly 
to insects, and being heavier than

The purpose of the bonus, it is| 
pointed out, is to encourage the mar- 
keting of clean wool, and to give | 
farmers some inducement to clean and 
prepare their wool and market it in 
proper condition. This means that all | 
foreign material, such as burrs, chaff, 
straw &nd tags showld be° removed 

from the fleece before shipping 
| After the fleece has been removed’ 
\it should be spread out on a clear 
larea with the clipped side down. 
Burrs will generally be found on the | 
belly part of the fleece. They cannot 
be separated from. the wool so if | 
burrs are present that portion of the 
fleece should be separated. Chaff is | 
usually found around the neck por- 
tion, Light chaff can be eliminated 
by simply shaking the fleece well, 
then the very chaffy portion should | 
be separated. The tags are found | 
around the rear end cf the fleece and 
must be trimmed off. That leaves the 
main body of the fleece in a good

The Great Lakes and the St. 
Lawrence river form one of the 
busiest waterways in the world. 
More traffic passes up and down 
the Detroit river than on any other 
waterway in the world.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The visit of Paul to Ath- 
ens described in Acts 19 took place 
about A.D. -53 or 54. The Epistle 
which he wrote to the church at 
Ephesus was written about ten 
years later. 

Place.—Pau!l wrote the Epistle 
to the Ephesians from his impris- 
onment at Rome, Ephesus being 
one of the great cities of what 
was then called Asia, now known 
as Asia Minor. 


Labor In Ephesus 

“And he entered into the syna- 
gogue, and spake boldly for the 
space of three months, reasoning 
and persuading as to the things 
concerning the kingdom of God.” 
The subject of Paul's preaching 
was all that related to the kingdom 
of God, the new dispensation, the 
doctrine and church of Christ. By 
‘persuading’ is meant sundeavatine 
to convince.” ‘ 


Summary of Work 

“But when some were hardened 
and disobedient, speaking evil of 
the way before the multitude, he 
departed from them, and separated 
the disciples, reasoning daily in the 
school of Tyrannus 

The finai manifestation of the 
hardened heart is to speak evil of 
the Christian faith. For three 
months Paul continued his exhor- 
tations to stoney-hearted hearers, 
but when their obstinacy turned to 
hostility, he left them. Paul sep- 
arated his disciples, for there could 
be no fellowship between believers 
and unbelievers and continued reas- 
oning daily in the lecture hall of 
Tyrannus. 


All Heard The Word 

“And this continued for the space 
of two years; so that all they that 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of 
the Lord, both Jews and Greeks.” 
The result of this prolonged labor 
was that all who inhabited Asia 
heard the word of the Lord. Paul 
ig at the height of his great miss- 
ionary activity. 

“But God, being rich. in mercy, 
for his great love wherewith he 
loved us.” In the previous verses 
Paul has described the. dark and 
hopeless state of the Gentiles— 
‘dead in trespasses and sins’, the 
thildren of ‘disobedience and of 
wrath’, What a contrast is intro- 
duced by the little word ‘but’. 
Darkness gives way to light, des- 
pair to hope, wrath to mercy. Sin- 
ners though we were by nature- 
and practice, God loved us. 

Saved By Grace 

“Even when we were dead 
threvgh our trespasses, made us 
alive togethér with Christ (by grace 
have ye been saved’.” Cod ia his 
grace has quickened, has siVed 
those who have truly believed. 

“And raised us up with him, and 
made us to sit with hith in the 
heavenly places, in Christ Jesus,” 
The true Christian as a member 
of Christ's mystical body, though 
toiling and suffering on earth in’ 
the body, is, in the life of Spirit 
with Christ in Heaven. 

“That in the ages to come he 
might show the exceeding riches of 
his grace in kindness toward us in 
Christ Jesus.” Throughout eternity 
we shall ever be making new dis- 
covyeries of God's Jove and grace. 


The Gift of God 
“For by grace have ye. been 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves, it is the gift of God;’ 
not of works, that no man should 
glory.” Paul states clearly ang con- 
sistently that by works no man can - 
be saved, therefore, since salvation 
cannot be of merit it must be of 
grace, it must be a salvation which 
God in mercy provides. 
Daily Obedience 
‘For we are his. workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus for good 
works, which God afore prepared 
that we should walk in them.” Our 
life is to consist not iu the occas- 
ional doing of a good work here

Garden Notes 


GARDEN PESTS 


Beginners are inclined to worry 
too much about insect and other 
garden pests, experienced garden- 
ers believe. True, there is almost 
one special insect fot every plant 
that grows in Canada. As a rule, 
however, if we keep our garden 


* 
growing and healthy through reg- 


ular cultivation, in many cases the 
planfs will outgrow most of. the 
damage. But some dusting or spray- 
ing is advisable to ward off heavy 
attacks, Usually we can 
ready-mixed materials. The import- 
ant thing is to get these applied 
just as soon as damage or pests 
first appear. 


ON GUARD 


The small garden, both flower 

and vegetable, but more especially 

the latter, is. very 

subject to pést 

damage. Sparrows 

may pounce on the 

lettuce, cut worms 

girdle the tomatoes, 

grubs attack the 

carrots or beets. 

One must be on 

guard continuously 

because if we are 

not ready to go 

into action the in 

stant the attack oc- 

curs, it will be too 

late. Indeed with 

icertain pests like 

sparrows, starlings 

and cut worms it is best to be pre- 
pared in advance. 

Often.a scarecrow or a few bits 
of iluttering-rags, or a little brush 
spread over garden or lawn will 
scare away birds. In some cases 
lettuce and such tempting lines are 
grown under a wire netting, which 
is removable for cultivation. 

Paper collars around the ~stems 
of tomatoes and cabbage just above 
and below the surface of. the soil 
will protect against cut worms, but 
a poison mixture secured from any 
seed store is better, Special dusts 
can also be purchased for protect- 
ing cabbage, celery, cucumbers and 
melons. 

A good general guard against 
pests is cultivation. Cut worms and 
many other grubs don't. like to be 
stirred up. 
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and there, but is to be a course of - 
daily obedience.

foods prepared with ‘as little s* 


ing as necessary, are éssentia 

A day's diet should include: 
fruit., such as oranges, apples, 
prunes or raisins, figs, dates, gtapé-- 
ftuit, barianas. A cereal — whole 
grain wheat cereal or rolled oats. 
One tablespoon whole bran may be 
added for constipation. Milk — one 
pint at least of fresh whole milk, 
buttermilk or skimmed milk. 
Vegetables, especially green ones, 
such as lettuce, spinach, cabbage, 
asparagus, etc. — two servings be- 
sides potatoes. A small quantity 
of meat, fish and an egg. Butter, 
cheese and cod liver oil, Sugar and 
sugar products should bé restricted, 
especially if mother is overweight. 
At least two quarts of water must 
be taken daily; Alcoholic stimulants 
should not be taken unless medical- 
ly advised. 

Early in pregnancy the mother 
should see her dentist as teeth of- 
ten decay during pregnanty) and 
an extra supply of-mineral /salts 
and vitamins are necessary so that 
the forming child will get what it 
requires without depriving the 
mother.

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Stalin Doesn’t Want 
‘To Own Europe’ 


Forrest Davis, Associate Editor 
of the Saturday Evening Post, 
quotes Marshal Joseph Stalin in a 
Post article published not so long 
ago as saying that the Soviet Union 
has no desire for the lands of its 
neighbors. 


In the first of two articles, “What 
Really Hapened at Teheran,” Mr. 
Davis says Mr. Stalin made a 
sweeping declaration at Teheran of 
“his desire to conciliate his neigh- 
bors, saying flatly that he had no 
desire to own Europe.” 

Mr. Davis says Mr. Stalin added 
that “his country is only half pop- 
ulated and the Russians have plenty 
to do at home, without undertaking 
great mew territorial responsibili- 
ties.” 

Mr. Davis has not disclosed the 
source of his information. 


: ‘Floating Hedgehogs’ 
Aid Nazi Defenses 


“Floating hedgehogs”—guns and 
antiaircraft batteries’ mounted on 
naval units—have been added to 
Nezi anti-invasion defenses in the 
English Channel and the North 
Sea, says the Weekly Military Re- 
view published by the German High 
Command, 

“This increase in defenses has be- 
come necessary because of intensi- 
fied air wariare from Britain,” the 
Review said. 

The “hedgehogs” apparently are 
an adoptation of the “Floating Is- 
land” fortresses established off: the 
British coast as a defense measure 
earlier in the war, but are equipped 
with some sort of motive power.

The fact that Hitler gave his 
own name to this second line be- 
yond the Gustav defenses indicates 
its strength, and Nazi belief that 
it will not be broken. 


Anticipating the onslaught, the 
enemy has strengthened these de- 
fenses, specially the Hitler Line, 
with steel and concrete, using his 
own men and thousands of Italian 
laborers, 


The Germans also éleared civil- 
ians out of an area behind the 
front at least 20 miles deep, which 
now has become an arena of a 
slugging match unrivaled in Ital- 
ian_ history. 

May Be Turning Point 

This battle may be as much a 
turning point as was the Battle 
of France. In 1940 disaster came 
swiftly because one side had a 
Major superiority in weapons, in- 
cluding the weapons of treachery 
and ruthlessness, 

The Germans won by their ex- 


cess of airplanes and tanks, taking 
over from General de Gaulle a tech- 
nique of automotive warfare. They 
also won because the French were 
divided, with the minorities of the 
extreme left and the extreme right 
showing no will to resist. 

Now the Nazi superiority in 
weapons, in Italy and everywhere 
else, has passed. Some of the 
United Nations weapons are now 
superior in quality, In quantity and 
in productive capacity the. United 
Nations have an, enormous advan- 
tage. Our supply lanes are open, 
subject only to minor loss by sub- 
marine action, British factories are 
comparatively sate from Nazi at- 
tack, American factories entirely 
saie. German factories aad supply 
routes enjoy. no such immunity, 
For many months they have been 
under attack and for a month un- 
der an air assault of unprecedented 
magnitude, In Italy itself the rail- 
ways below Florence are reported 
out of commission. 

Variety Of Troops 

The most impressive aspect of the 
whole offensive is the wide variety 
of troops participating in the Strug- 
gle. ‘There are Americans, and 
Frenchmen, and Canadians, and 
Australians, and New Zealanders, 
and South Airicans, and Poles, and 
Indian Empire troops, and Italian, 
and to the north around Trieste 


even Yugoslav partisans. And 
many of these national divisions 
must again be subdivided. The 


American troops include Japanese; 
the French troops include both 
Metropolitan Frenchmen and North 
African natives: the British in- 
clude Englishmen, and Welshmen, 
and Scotchmen and Irish volun- 
teers; and the Yugoslay partisans 
include Croats, and Slovenes, and 
Serbs and othe: Balkan nationals, 
True ‘United Nations 

From all the corners of the earth 
there have been gathered together 
men of many nations, of many 
races; of many shades of color, and 
of many creeds, to form a true 
United Nations army which has 
flung down a challenge to the Ger- 
man “master race.” Any army in 
which sé many different units can 
fight as a single whole—in which 
for instance, French infantry can ad- 
vance under cover of American 
artillery directed by British target- 
spotting planes—is a triumph of 
military organization and com- 
mand. But it is more than that.
